Harold Houghton 
Died Suddenly 
Tuesday Evening 


Had Been Attending to Legion 
Business as Late as Four o’Clock 
That Afternoon; Died Few Hours 
Later. 

A wide circle of friends and ac¬ 
quaintances heard with shocked 
surprise the sudden passing of 
Harold Houghton, 54, on Tuesday 
evening at about 7.30. He had fW 
unv o 1 ' for two days previously and 
had remained at home, but on 
Tuesday he had felt better and had 
gone to the Legion Club to attend 
to some business matters which 
required his attention as Legion 
secretary. Several of his friends 
were in contact with him till short¬ 
ly after 4 p.m., when he started to 
go home. It was while on his way 
home that he took suddenly ill and 
barely managed to reach home. 
Here his condition was such that 
the doctor was summoned. Despite 
medical attention his condition con¬ 
tinued to grow worse until at ap¬ 
proximately 7.30 he pasSed away.

During the First Great War he 
enlisted with the 13th Canadian 
Mounted Rifles and later transfer¬ 
red to the 192nd Battalion. When 
in England he again transferred, 
this time to the 16th Battalion, with 
which unit he saw action in France. 
iftT was wounded In France, but af¬ 
ter his wounds healed, he saw ac¬ 
tion a second time in France. In 
1919 he returned to Canada where 
he received his honorable dis¬ 
charge. 

He worked for a few years at 
each of the local mines. In 1922 
he took up residence in Calgary 
with his family. In 1939 they re¬ 
turned to Coleman where they have 
resided up until the present. 

Surviving are his wife; daughter, 
Edna, of Vancouver; son, PO 
Harry, of Halifax; three grand¬ 
children; his mother, Mrs. J. 
Houghton sr.; two brothers and a 
sister. His son is now enroute home 
from Halifax. 

His activities were many and 
varied. He was secretary of the 
Coleman branch of the Canadian 
Legion, was secretary of the Over¬ 
seas Welfare Fund, which has sent 
many thousands of cigarettes to 
Coleman men and women serving 
overseas, he was a Flight Lieuten¬ 
ant of the Air Cadet Squadron, he 
was secretary of the V-Day Cele¬ 
bration Committee and was an 
active worker in the Lions Club. He 
had on several occasions acted as 
a salesman for the Coleman War 
Finance Committee in the various 
Victory Loans and did everything 
in his power to boost community 
activity. 

The success attained by Summit 
Squadron of the Air Cadets is in 
no small measure the result of his 
painstaking efforts to train and in¬ 
terest the boys in Air Cadets. For 
some time he was in command of 
the Bellevue Air Cadet Squadron. 
Each month for the past several 
years he has solicited the business 
houses for donations to the Over¬ 
seas Welfare Fund in order that 
money should always be on hand 
to forward the monthly carton of 
cigarettes to the boys overseas. 

He was a faithful worker for 
the interests of the community and" 
will be missed by many throughout 
town.

Sanitation Play* An Important Part 
In Disease Prevention 

Sanitation plays an Important role 
In disease prevention In poultry flocks. 
It entails the provision and mainten¬ 
ance of clean, healthful surround¬ 
ings for chicks, growing birds, and 
the laying flock. Upon sanitary meas¬ 
ures also depends the success with 
which birds arc protected from lice 
and mites, and from polluted soil 
harboring worm eggs and germs. 

The conditions under which the 
young birds are kept during the 
growing period influence the death 
rate in the flock during the winter 
and ensuing months, When kept ion 
polluted soil, the birds are almost 
certain to be infested with intestinal 
worms as well as with infections of 
diseases contracted and spread by 
previous generations of poultry. 
Due to the dangers of rearing young 
stock on ground that has been in 
constant use for poultry it is a good 
plan, states It.

Mobile X-Ray Unit 
Passes 110,000 
Mark 

A farmer’s wife from near Mac¬ 
leod had the distinction of being 
the 110,000th person to be x-rayed 
by the Alberta Tuberculosis Asso¬ 
ciation’s mobile chest x-ray units, 
at 10.30 a.m. on May 31. 

Totals to May 31 are as follows: 
Number x-rayed 110,127, probable 
tuberculosis: active 307, inactive 
1,368; other abnormalties 2,898. 

Other abnormalties' include just 
about every condition to be found 
in the chest. Evidences of pleusisy, 
rib fractures, enlarged glands, etc., 
have been found, as well as heart 
conditions of various kinds, tumors, 
abscesses, silicosis, and many other 
abnormal conditions. 

A woman in Edmonton had her 
heart on the wrong side, and an¬ 
other in Calgary had a heart so 
large that it covered most of the 
x-ray plate. 

A large number of active cases, 
found early in the campaign have 
already completed their cures at the 
sanatorium and have returned to 
their homes. 

The Alberta department of health 
operates the two units, which were 
bought by the ATA and local Seal 
committees, out of proceeds of the 
Christmas Seal campaigns.

FAMILY ALLOWANCES 
INCOME TAX 

When the Family Allowances Act was passed, 
Parliament approved the principle that there 
should be no duplication of benefits by way of 
Family Allowances and Income Tax credits for 
the same child. 

Family Allowances cheques will be paid in full 
every month. But for the last six months of 
1945 an adjustment will be made to avoid 
duplication of benefits. The table below shows 
the effect of this adjustment and will enable tax¬ 
payers to determine the extent to which they will 
benefit from Family Allowances;

Family Allowances in each provincial capital. 


The BENEFITS: The Family Allowances Act was 

passed to help equalize opportunities for all children. 
The monthly allowances will assist in providing medical, dental 
and nursing services, better food, better clothing and shelter. 

Family Allowances are additional to dependents’ allowances 
for servicemen’s families and military pensions. 

Furthermore, Family Allowances are NOT taxable. You do 
not add these monthly payments to your total income when 
computing your income tax. 

In the column at left is an explanation of the relationship 
between Family Allowances and Income Tax deductions for 
children. From the table given you can determine quickly the 
extent to which you will benefit.

ger of the employment and selec¬ 
tive service office at Blairmore, 
stated today.
